Chambers of commerce leg- 
islative committees also charge that 
it compels employers-to force pros- 
pective employes to become'mem- 
bers of a labor organization in or- 
der to hold their jobs. 


Many of the provisions written in 


the bill are of one-sided, inequit- 
able and arbitrary character and 
will lead .to friction, opposition and 
resentment, it was brought out at 
a meeting of the local legislative 
committee last week. 


To force upon certain employes 


the necessity of joining a union to 
hold their jobs has as much justifi- 
cation as that, by agreement be- 
tween the employer and some ac- 
tive organization, it be required 
that all employes be white native 
born or male, one member said in 
reporting on the bill 


"All 
Union" Agreement 


"If we admit that an 'all union' 


agreement might be preferred by 
certain employers and employes, 
then in equity, the bill 
should 


make it as readily possible for otih- 
er employes and employers to op- 
erate on the open basis if 
they 


choose to do so." he said. 


"In agreements entered into and 


in the enactment of legislation af- 
fecting employes and employers, it 
must be-kept clearly in mind that 
the risk and responsibility of op- 
erating a business rests primarily 
with the employer, not with the 
employe. The many uncontrollable 
factors affecting the operation of 
business leaves, as a general rule, 
too narrow a margin of profit to 
bear any arbitrarily placed handi- 
caps, burdens or responsibilities: 


"The employer, in order to'pre- 


serve continuity 
of employment, 


must be left as free as possible to 
meet changing and fluctuating con- 
ditions. 
Certain 
basic legislation 


. may be essential to the end that 


j employes be not unfairly taken ad- 
vantage of, but such legislation for 
like equitable reasons, must.by its 
provisions, prevent unfair advant- 
age being taken of the " employer." 


'Vote Against Bill 


."Because of several' very objec- 


tional paragraphs in the proposed 
measure;.' we'" voted ".to oppose the 
bill,"' a communication to the Ap- 
pleton Chamber of Commerce from 
the 
legislative 
committee of the 


Manitowoc chamber reads.

whole plan a one-sided piece of 
legislation. The employer is bound 
by the decision 'of the labor rela- 
tions board whereas the employe 
or group of employes can take it 
or leave it as they see fit.

ADVICE FROM TWO PRESIDENTS 


"We have the opinion of at least two 


presidents upon the pending proposal in 
relation to our Courts, and they are suf- 
ficiently far apart as to method that a 
comparison of them is worthwhile. 


Twenty-five years ago President Tart 


discussed the very same proposition that 
President Roosevelt has recently submit- 
ted to Congress, the retirement of the 
Federal Judges at seventy, or there- 
abouts. 


President Tart fairly 
conceded that 


'•there are judges at seventy who have 
kept ripe judgment, active minds, and 
much physical vigor" but, like the prac- 
tical man he was, told the country that 
in a majority of cases when men come 
to seventy "they have lost vigor, their 
minds are not as active, their senses are 
not as acute and their willingness to un- 
dertake great labor is not so good as in 
younger men." 
President Taft urged, and 


solely In the public interest" that it 
were much better to sacrifice the services 
of the relatively few men who were still 
in splendid shape mentally at seventy in 
order to avoid the very painful and diffi- 
cult situation created when men cling to 
their position after their usefulness is 
past. 


We should not overlook the fact that 


in the Military Service the law retires an 
officer 
arbitrarily on his sixty-fourth 


birthday and without regard to his physi- 
cal or mental condition. Experience has 
simply taught that the demands of the 
Military Service cannot be fully entrusted 
to men on the downward path of age. 
It is a wise provision. 


So, in respect to Mr. Roosevelt's props- 


sition, we should be agreed that some- 
thing practical and in keeping with the 
dignity and traditions of this nation be 
done in order to keep the Judiciary, de- 
pendent nearly as much as the Military 
Service on strength and vigor, on a high 
plane. 


But if we adopt Mr. Roosevelt's sug- 


gestion as to method it will appear to the 
country that we have merely packed the 
Co art with friends of the Administration 
in order to get satisfactory decisions in 
particular cases. 


Let us recall that this nation has been 


built for all tune. That was the proposi- 
tion which Mr. Lincoln succeeded in es- 
tablishing through the Civil war. 
If the 


people of this country 
permitted 
Mr. 


Taft's recommendation 
of 
twenty-five 


years ago to sleep in perfect tranquility 
would it be such a drastic step in our lives 
if we took another year in order to amend 
the 
Constitution and limit the ages of 


members of the Judiciary instead o: es- 
tablishing a precedent which will in- 
flame every succeeding administration to 
appoint more judges at any time it wishes 
to violate the constitution? 


President Taft broached the subject in 


order that 
the 
necessary amendment 


might result. 
Nothing was done. 
His 


admonition of 1912 is appropriated now: 


"While the Constitution provides for 


one Supreme Court it did not limit the 
number ol judges. Ti wa*, therefore 
for Congress to provide what number 
of Suoreme Court judges there rnignt 
be

Most of the experts agree 


the civil war already has claimed a half 
million lives. 


The average newspaper reader, en- 


grossed in his own affairs, displays mild 
interest. Unless he is one who saw ser- 
vice in France, he has already had diffi- 
culty in translating the news stories, the 
pictures, the estimates of loss of life, into 
terms of his o\\-n experience. He is un- 
able lo visualize all that they represent in 
terms of terror and suffering. 
As was 


true during the first years of the World 
war. the daily stories of battles fought 
and of thousands dead, eventually lose 
their power to appall. The average man 
is too busily engaged in earning a liv- 
ing i'or his family to be greatly bothered. 


Bui a news stor/ from London the 


other day brings home forcibly to every 
reader, particularly every parent, the true 
meaning of war. 
The British government, 


strengthening its home defense measures, 
announces 30.000.000 gas masks will be 
distributed free this year throughout the 
nation. 


These newest gas masks, embodying 


the latest refinements of construction are 
said to be suitable for use by the smallest 
infant! 


The average reader, the average .par- 


ent, may find little to interest him in the 
description of the elaborate system of air 
defense which Great Britain is devel- 
oping. 


He understands, better, however, when 


he looks at his sleeping child and im- 
agines that child gasping for breath as he 
adjusts the mask. 


A COMMENDABLE TASK 


The General Federation of Women's 


Clubs has set itself the task of cooper- 
ating with the Federal Bureau of Narcot- 
ics in a war against the spreading use of 
marihuana. The "promised support of the 
women's organizations is the most heart- 
ening development of recent months in a 
campaign about which too little is known. 


Marihuana addiction is spreading. Law 


enforcement officers of the smaller cities 
are finding it a problem of increasing ser- 
iousness. 
The Federal Bureau of Nar- 


cotics finds its efforts handicapped by the 
fact that laws of many states are conflict- 
ing and inadequate. The women's groups 
will work for the adoption of uniform 
state laws. 


Lack of appreciation of the serious- 


ness of the problem probably is respon- 
sible for delays in enactment of adequate 
legislation. 
The women can perform a 


service of inestimable value in directing 
campaigns of education. 
They plan to 


urge instruction on the subject in public 
schools in addition to their efforts in 
pressing for adoption of adequate legisla- 
tion and for strengthened enforcement. 


Marihuana presents peculiar problems. 


The great majority of addicts are recruit- 
ed among the young. The weed can be 
grown in any vacant lot, can be grown 
almost anywhere in the United States. 
'Comparatively few persons, even among 
law enforcement groups, are able to rec- 
ognize it. Its tise is growing among per- 
sons ordinarily not likely victims of trat- 
ffckeri in the better-known habit-forming 
C"ug= 
It can be retailed at prices within 


tr.e reach ot school children. 


It it a commendable task to which the

Some time ago I sent for and re- 


seived your booklet on "The Con- 
stipation Habit," says a New York 
readed. It is a most illuminating, 
informative and assuring document, 
the 
reading 
and re-reading of 


which 
definitely 
decided 
me 


against the practice of unnatural 
interference. Factors which I be- 
lieve are important in many cases 
of addiction to the physic and ene- 
ma habits are the Cleanliness obses- 
sion, the victim of which is con- 
vinced

Roger 
Williams was a good man but was 
kicked out of a Puritan settlement 
because his ideas differed with that 
of the Puritans." 


"The Ku Klux Klan is another ex- 


ample of an opposition movement 
which was originated by men who 
were not adverse to financial bene- 
fits to be derived from such a 
movement. Many of the members 
of the organization were sincere 
but their ideas were not sound. 
They were based on tradition and 
prejudice. 


"Because of our early training 


.and association with one religious 
or racial group, many of us see per- 
sons, not as they actually are, but 
through the eyes of a 
prejudice 


built up from tradition of a religion 
or race. We can not understand 
their reactions no more than we 
can understand what is going on 
today in Germany, Italy or Rus- 
sia," 
the pastor continued.

our own viewpoint. Most evils are 
not performed by bad men, but by 
good men gone wrong on certain 
points," the speaker concluded.

tion with other nations to prevent 
war: continuation and extension of 
the reciprocal trade agi eements and 
prompt ratification by congress of 
treaties adopted at Buenos Aires by 
the Inter-American conference for 
the maintenance of peace 


Outlines Grouping- 


Mrs Nicholson outlined briefly 


the tour point grouping, outstand- 
ing political events of the last year, 
attempts at international coopera- 
tion during the last year, current 
economic theories in conflict and 
direct changes* in Ameiican legis- 
lation as aids in preventing, short- 
ening or localizing war, and stated 
that they were discussed at the con- 
ference in relation to the theme, 
"Today in War and Peace " 


"The keynote of all the speeches 


and discussions was based on the 
principle that United States can do 
nothing toward preventing or keep- 
ing out of war by an isolation poli- 
cy, she must "cooperate wim other 
nations". Mrs. Nicholson told the lo-

kept on an inactive list, subject t 
call for occasional work, and thu 
they would remain federal judge 
•within the meaning of the constitu 
tion, which provides that compen 
sation to federal judges shall no 
be diminished for life. In othe 
words, congress, 
once 
it fixes a 


judge's pay, is able to increase, bu 
not diminish, the salary. A retiree 


- judge, under the plan, would re 


main a member of the federal judi 
ciary. 


If the bill which has just passed 


the house should be adopted by the 
senate, which seems certain to hap- 
pen, then it would not be surpns 
ing if at least two members of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
over 70 years of age would retire. 


In such advanced circumstances
